March 14, 1961 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Offi- 
cers for the year ensuing:

Chairman of the Board of Selectmen, George 


Pritchard, asked for the floor in order to make cor- 
rections in the Town Report. Statement was read, 
signed by the Auditors, that books of the Trustee 
of Trust Funds had NOT been audited as was stated 
in the Town Report. 


Tax Collector Donald Perkins was then recog- 
nized by the Moderator. Mr. Perkins wished it be 
recorded that the Tax Collector’s books HAD been 
audited but had not been included in the Auditor’s 
report. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray town charges for the 
ensuing year, and make appropriations for same.

Article 8. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
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propriate the sum of $878.04, the State to contribute 
$5,826.93, for Town Road Aid. Moved and seconded 
that Article 3 be accepted as read. Passed in the 
affirmative. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of one thousand ($1,000.00) dol- 
lars for bridge construction. Moved and seconded 
that Article 4 be accepted as read. Passed in the af- 
firmative. 

Article 5. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $200.00 for the control of White 
Pine Blister Rust in 1961. Moved and seconded that 
Article 5 be accepted as read. Passed in the affirma- 
tive. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $250.00 for developing a Town 
Beach and picnic area, subject to agreement being 
reached with abutters; which is necessary before the 
State will transfer title to the Town. It was moved 
by Mr. Donald Perkins that Article 6 be amended 
to read: To see if the Town will raise the sum of 
$250.00 and appropriate same subject to agreement 
being reached with abutters. Motion was seconded 
and passed in the affirmative. Article 6, as amend- 
ed, was passed in the affirmative. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to have 
the office of Chief of Police filled by appointment by 
the Selectmen in place of being an elected office. It 
was voted that Article 7 be dispensed with. 


Article 8. On petition of Elwin L. Cilley and 
forty-four qualified signers: 1. To see if the Town 
will vote to establish the annual salary of the elected, 
or chosen, Chief of Police of the Town in the sum 
of $300.00, and to raise and appropriate said sum 
for this purpose. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $150.00 for the purpose of de- 
fraying expenses for auto use and other necessary 
expense for the purposes of law enforcement and 
prevention of crime in the Town for the current year. 


On motion of Chairman of Board of Selectmen, 
George Pritchard, this article was amended to read: 
1. That the annual salary of the elected, or chosen, 
Chief of Police of Nottingham be established in the 
sum of $150.00. 2. That the sum of $300.00 be 
raised and appropriated for the purpose of defray- 
ing expenses for auto use, and other necessary ex- 
penses for the purpose of law enforcement and pre- 
vention of crime in said Town for the current year. 
Amendment passed in the affirmative. Article 8, as 
amended, passed in the affirmative. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to pur- 
chase a piece of highway equipment at a cost not to 
exceed $16,000.00 and for that purpose to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 and to issue six 
serial notes at the best interest rate obtainable:

Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to sell property, acquired through Tax 
Collector’s deeds, and surplus equipment at properly 
advertised public auction; to accept or reject any 
or all bids and to dispose of same at their discretion 
after it has been offered at such auction. Passed in 
the affirmative. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow in anticipation of taxes. 
Passed in the affirmative. 


Article 13. To transact any other business that 
may legally come before the meeting.

In September, Mr. Arthur Comeau replaced 
Mr. Percy Gardner as teaching principal of grades 
7 and 8. With the cooperation of the teachers of the 
Nottingham school, Mr. Comeau initiated depart- 
mentalization in grades 4 to 8. This makes it pos- 
sible for tecahers to concentrate on particular sub- 
ject areas. 


On October 9, 1961, due to the large number of 
pupils in Mrs. Cilley’s grade 1 and 2, the school 
board authorized adding Mrs. Helen Hubner on a 
half day basis to teach grade 2. This alleviated the 
pressure and made it possible for both grades to 
receive adequate instruction in the basic subjects. 
For this purpose the auditorium was made into a 
temporary classroom. After a trial period it was 
felt that the functioning of the school would be im- 
proved by using the auditorium for the 7th and 8th 
grades and having grades 1 and 2 near each other. 


The bovs basketball team has enjoyed a winning 
season this year and at this writing had not lost a 
game and had won the league championship. 


A new film strip projector has been added to 
the existing audio-visual aid equipment of the school. 
With the many available film strips in all areas of 
subject matter, this will tend to again enrich and 
supplement the existing curriculum. 


Due to an offer of professional advancement in 


his field of interest, Mr. Comeau will not be with us 
next year. His resignation is accepted with regrets.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To Mr. Martineau, Superintendent of Schools, 
the School Board and the citizens of Nottingham: 


It gives me pleasure to present the following re- 
port of the health program of the Nottingham School 
for the past year. 


We have been fortunate in having no serious 
illnesses, although an outbreak of Chicken Pox, 
caused a great many absences during the winter 
months of 1961. It is gratifying to again say that 
the parents have been most cooperative in having 
treatment for cases of defective vision, dental. care 
done and cases of enlarged tonsils checked by their 
family physicians. 


As occasionally a misunderstanding may exist, 
especially with parents who have moved from other 
parts of the country, I should like to point out that 
according to the regulations of the State Board of 
Education, a school nurse is only permitted to give 
first aid care. We are not allowed to give internal 
medicine to any pupil unless it is by order of the 
family physician. 


In May there was a successful Pre-school clin- 
ic with seventeen children attending. Due to the Pub- 
lic Health clinics the past year nearly every child 
had been vaccinated and was up to date on polio 
shots.

Of seven ceses of serious vision defect all have 
been treated by a doctor. One child no longer in Not- 
tingham got glasses under the Sight Conservation 
program. Two children attended the speech clinic 
at the Rehabilitation Center in Portsmouth during 
part of 1961. In fourteen cases of dental cavities 
nearly all have had the condition corrected, or will 
do so in the near future. 


May I extend my thanks to Mr. Martineau, the 
school Board, all the teachers and the parents for 
their cooperation.

In September, Mr. Arthur Comeau replaced 
Mr. Percy Gardner as teaching principal of grades 
7 and 8. With the cooperation of the teachers of the 
Nottingham school, Mr. Comeau initiated depart- 
mentalization in grades 4 to 8. This makes it pos- 
sible for tecahers to concentrate on particular sub- 
ject areas. 


On October 9, 1961, due to the large number of 
pupils in Mrs. Cilley’s grade 1 and 2, the school 
board authorized adding Mrs. Helen Hubner on a 
half day basis to teach grade 2. This alleviated the 
pressure and made it possible for both grades to 
receive adequate instruction in the basic subjects. 
For this purpose the auditorium was made into a 
temporary classroom. After a trial period it was 
felt that the functioning of the school would be im- 
proved by using the auditorium for the 7th and 8th 
grades and having grades 1 and 2 near each other. 


The bovs basketball team has enjoyed a winning 
season this year and at this writing had not lost a 
game and had won the league championship. 


A new film strip projector has been added to 
the existing audio-visual aid equipment of the school. 
With the many available film strips in all areas of 
subject matter, this will tend to again enrich and 
supplement the existing curriculum. 


Due to an offer of professional advancement in 


his field of interest, Mr. Comeau will not be with us 
next year. His resignation is accepted with regrets.

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


To Mr. Martineau, Superintendent of Schools, 
the School Board and the citizens of Nottingham: 


It gives me pleasure to present the following re- 
port of the health program of the Nottingham School 
for the past year. 


We have been fortunate in having no serious 
illnesses, although an outbreak of Chicken Pox, 
caused a great many absences during the winter 
months of 1961. It is gratifying to again say that 
the parents have been most cooperative in having 
treatment for cases of defective vision, dental care 
done and cases of enlarged tonsils checked by their 
family physicians. 


As occasionally a misunderstanding may exist, 
especially with parents who have moved from other 
parts of the country, I should like to point out that 
according to the regulations of the State Board of 
Education, a school nurse is only permitted to give 
first aid care. We are not allowed to give internal 
medicine to any pupil unless it is by order of the 
family physician. 


In May there was a successful Pre-school clin- 
ic with seventeen children attending. Due to the Pub- 
lic Health clinics the past year nearly every child 
had been vaccinated and was up to date on polio 
shots.

The following is a brief summary of the health 
program:

Home Visits: 8. (This does not include tak- 
ing home a child with a minor upset.) 


Of seven ceses of serious vision defect all have 
been treated by a doctor. One child no longer in Not- 
tingham got glasses under the Sight Conservation 
program. Two children attended the speech clinic 
at the Rehabilitation Center in Portsmouth during 
part of 1961. In fourteen cases of dental cavities 
nearly all have had the condition corrected, or will 
do so in the near future. 


May I extend my thanks to Mr. Martineau, the 
School Board, all the teachers and the parents for 
their cooperation.
